This years calendar has many special features, all of which minimize the adverse effects that printing 
can impose on the environment. Some of these features include: non-deinked, non-bleached, 100% 
post-consumer recycled paper (Simpson Quest); vegetable inks; and no clay coatings or varnishes 


were used. In addition, innovative ink mixtures and an innovative process to undercoat photo areas 
were employed.

Book Recycling Opportunity for Schools and Libraries 


After a textbook change or book sale, both libraries and schools may find themselves facing the same 
problem - what to do with those books that didn’t sell, or those textbooks that are out-of-date. 
Instead of adding these unwanted books to the solid waste stream, an Ohio Company is offering a 
recycling service to both schools and libraries. Waste Parchment, Inc. of Millersburg, Ohio requires 
a minimum of 1,000 units for participation in their program. They will pick up used books that have 
been boxed or twined, and request that participating schools/ libraries provide assistance in loading 
the materials at collection time. | 


At the time of this writing, there is no fee for this service. However, weather considerations may 
impact the scheduling of pick-ups during the winter months. Libraries wishing to schedule a pick up 
should note that the company does not accept magazines and paperback books. Once the materials 
have been collected, the company debinds the books and recycles the paper. For more information, 
call (800) 677-6881.
